Septem ber ll, IS and 13. with rep­ 
resentatives of these 50 health, 
welfare and recreation organisa­ 
tions, each of which agreed to sup­ 
ply the com m ittee with inform ation 
as to its own activ ities., 
The fourth step will be to analyse 
the inform ation which these ques­ 
tionnaires produce. 
The fifth step will be to secure 


the advice of the United Community 
Defense 
Services, 
regarding 
the 
adequacy of the present coverage 
by these BO organizations of the 
whole health, welfare and recrea­ 
tion field, in lower Bucks County, 
and as to what additional services 
will be needed to meet the prob­ 
lems which will be present when 
the expected influx of new resi­ 
dents reaches full tide. 
The sixth step will be to confer 
with different local organizations 
as to how best to -meet the new 
dem ands on them which can now 
be foreseen. 
The chairm an of the Citizens 
Committee, Mr. Renton, is ch air­ 
man of the board of Vulcanised 
Rubber and Plastics Co., M orris­ 
ville. 
He states th a t he and his 
com pany 
are 
vitally 
concerned 
with this health, w elfare and rec­ 
reation problem , and th at the citi­ 
zens com m ittee is considering it 
from the standpoint of the needs or 
the Pennsylvania side of the Dela­ 
w are river. 
He does not claim to know w hat 
the answ ers will be. These must 
develop as the facts develop -“and 
each Bucks County social service 
organisation must decide for itself 
as to how it will m eet its own, 
special problem s." 
“For the present, we need to 
know w hat are the present social 
service resources of lower Bucks 
County, and w hat expansion will 
be needed to m eet the urgent prob­ 
lems created by the coming of in­ 
dustry In a big way," adds Mr. Ren­ 
ton. “The United Community De­ 
fense Services is a high-grade, im­ 
p artial organisation, with great ex­ 
perience In the problem s of c riti­ 
cal defense areas. 
T heir advice
